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REMARKS 

Claims 1-9, 12, 13, and 16-25 are pending. 

Applicants and the undersigned thank the Examiner for the telephone interview of July 31, 
2007, in which the outstanding advisory action was discussed. 

The claim amendments submitted concurrently herewith are identical to those amendments 
submitted on June 20, 2007. 

No issues of new matter should arise and entry of the amendment is respectfully requested. 

L Advisory Action Response 

The Examiner stated in the Advisory Action that the amendments made on June 20, 2007, 
are not in condition for allowance and would require "further search and/or considerations that have 
not been made henceforth." Applicants respectfully disagree that the claims are not in condition for 
allowance.
